It was to Ur expected that the le- 
jiort of the Yalo grand jun' would bo 
received with scorn and contumely 
by the governiuent and their organa 
\Ve felt sure, when the docuiueat 
found its way into our columns, that 
the government would not throw away 
so splendid a cliance of getting even 
with a district which has always refused 
to listen to the bkindisLments of tlic 
littlo charmer at the head of aflairs and 
which has alwiiy.s sent men to the 
House who aru'pledged to opjioso his 
government It is rare fun, indeed, 
for the local organ, with the whole 
educational department at his back, to 
flout the figures of the Yale grand jury 
and to sneer at their reco niuc luatious 
in school matters. 15ut he does not 
stop there. He is not content with 
questioning the correctness of tlieir 
calculations; ho actually questions their 
power to inquire into the very niattor.s 
they were called together to 
consider. The allusion to the dirty 
streets of Yale, the presence of va- 
grants and the existence of bad liou.-ii.'s 
in the town stirs the soul of our cou- 
teinporary to its murky depth and with 
a luuKlkerchiof to his dainty littlo iio.si' 
ho loudly describe.s the grand jurors of 
Yalo as being "less helpful or less coui 
petont than the citizen'^ of other looili- 
ties;" the public are further told that "a 
more absurd production never emanat- 
ed from sober citizens," and the jurors 
are reminded that ".such matters are 
ordinarily dealt with by municipal au- 
thorities without troubling thejudges." 
This will be news, indeed, for both 
judges ainl grand jurors. Not only do 
grand jurors possess the powers which 
[he Yaleites have asserted, but 
thoy possess extroordinary powers 
besides. They may indict inuui 
cipal authorities or government.s. fii 
Australia, less than two montliK ago, a 
judge of the Supremo Court was pre- 
sented. At Liliooet, only the other 
day, Mr. Justice Robertson prt.siding, 
two justices of the peace were present- 
ed. At Victoria we have known a 
grand jury to present a alaughterhouae 
us a public nuisance, and condemn the 
erection of a cros.s and tlie carrying on 
of ritualistic practices in the gaol 
chapel. Houses of infame,gambliiig dens 
und defective sidewalks have been pre- 
sented over and over ascain. At New 
Weatminster the lack of ferry coinmun- 
ication, a public wharf and the condi- 
tion of the schoolhouse, gaol and rourt- 
housft were presented by the grand 
iurvon the lOthNovembor last. Did the 

impudence, helplessness or inco::ipct- 
ency? Far from it. The organ swal- 
lowed the dose without a grimace and 
the government in some in.stancea 
have adopted the recouiinondations. it 
is only when the grand jurors of Yale 
have ventured to exorcise tlieir powers 
that the government and their organ 
discovers that they are either igiioraut, 
helpless or officious. To show tiiat it 
is the government and not the Yule 
grand juries who are incompetent ami 
ignorant we have but to quote tlie oath 
that is administered to the grain! juries 
when they are sworn : 

" You * ♦ » * shall diliguutly in- 
quire and true presentment make of all 
such matters and things as shall bo c'ven 
you in charge ; the Queen'H counsel, your 
follows and your own you shall keep .se- 
cret. You shall present no man fur envy, 
hatred or malice ; neither shall you leavu 
any man unprescnted for fear, favor or 
affection or hope of reward. But YOU 
SHALL PRESENT .A.LL THINGS 
ONLY AS THEY CO.ME To YOUR 
KNOWLEDGE to tho best uf ymir uii- 
deratanding. So help you Guii. '' 

It will be seen by the foregoiiiL; that 
so far from the grand jurors of Yale 
naving exceeded their powers they hare 
not exercised them to their fullest ex- 
tent. While presenting public nuisances 
they should have indicted tlie parly or 
parties who are responsible for the ex- 
istence of those nuisances. The gov- 
ernment Jiave accepted the ])ost of town 
scavengora at Yale and they have failed 
to keep the streets clean. They have 
consented to act as policemen — havo 
taken the responsibility of keei)ing the 
town morally sweet and pure — and they 
permit bummers and vagrants to " do " 
the landlords and allow naughty women 
to occupy naughty houses witliin the 
limits. Tlierefori', tlic govcriiiuoiit are 
rosponaiblo, and thu ultorney general, 
who was within reacli, should have 
been indicted and put u|)on his trial 
for neglect of duty. Let no man run 
away with the idea our contemporary 
promulgates, that the powers of a yraiul 
jury are not extensive. Within the 
terms of the obligation we have quoted 
there is no limit to their power; and it 
is proper that it .should be so. Were it 
otherwise, how would great public 
abuses be probed and remedies found ? 

In presenting Yaie Kchoollioii.se the 
grand jury may Iuivh erred slightly in 
their arithmetic ; but the fact is 
acknowledged by the organ that while 
the school-going children of \'ale num- 
ber 75, provision has only hpvw maile 
for 45,' Fifteen months ago there 
were 30 children of school-going age at 
Yale.

English Eofljiorios Closed lay Foroiem 
Suear Sovmties. 

An important conference of tho re- 
presentatives of the industrial cla.saes 
dependent upon the British home and 
colonial .sugar indu.strie.s for eniploy- 
nient took place lately at the central 
comiiiittpo rooms of the Workmen'.s 
National Association for the Abolition 
of the Foreign Sugar Bounties, tlio 
Trafalgar, Leman-atreet, E., to con.sid- 
er the letter received from the Prime 
Minister bearing on tho above ques- 
tion. Delegates from all parts of the 
country were i)resent, including Bris- 
tol, Biriuingliani, Ifull, Leeds, J.iver- 
jiool, Birkenhead, Plymouth, CJlasgow, 
CJreenock, Dundee, Leitii, and other 
places. There was a di.scussioii of four 
hours' duration, nul oveiitually the folj 
lowing letter waa drawn up and iles- 
patnhed to Mr. Gladstone : 
" Workmen's National Executive Coui- 
mittee for the Abolition of the For- 
eign Sugar Bounties. 

"June 24, 1881. 
'■n.' }ii,ihi Una n: e. Giad^ihnf, m i\, 

Fir.-it Lord of tilt 'I'l timinj. 

"Sir, — •^\'e have received with uuieli 
surprise anddisappointineiit your letter, 
dated June 24, in answer to ours of 
May 31. 

"One passage only in your letter we 
assent to. We entirely agree with the 

substance of your coiicl tiding paragrai)h, 
that 'it is useles.s to eontiiui(> our eor- 
respoiuhuice with you any longer on 
this subject,' and it is for the purpose 
of its conclusion that we now atldre.ss 
yini. Hut we must repeat our state- 
nioiit tliat employment has been lost 
for 14,000 men through the action of 
the foreign sugar bouutioK, and a letter 
in proof of this is in proparation, and 
svill be sent to vou imniediatel v. Tlip 
siin]ila fact remains that you and your 
Cabinet will sanction tlie ruin of every 
British industry by the action of for- 
eign export bounties, that you will not 
strike a blow in their ilefence nor 
raise a word to aid them. That being 
f,o, workiiigiiien will ilistinguisli be- 
tween friends and foe.s, and this de- 
mand of ours for .simple justice, which 
you refuse to us, mu.st now leavo its 
former neutral ground and be trans- 
ferred to that ])olitical arena which 
shall give to the iiulu.strial cla.sses of 
this country a voice in a matter which 
concerns their very existence, li will 
then be seen whether the members 
whom we represent are the few whom 
you treat as not worthy of your notice 
or care, or whether they arc not the 
great mass of the working population 
who detest the unfair system you up- 
hold, but which they, by the exercise 
of their constitutional rights, are deter- 
mined to uproot and destroy for ever." 

Tho reading of this letter was 
received with applause. Arrangenient.s 
have been made for public meetings all 
over the country. 

Strango Sniddo of a Child. 

An extraordinary case of suicide has 
occurred at DukiiifioKI, Cheshire, the 
victim being a girl named Amelia 
Birch, aged twelve years, daughter of 
Elizabeth Birch, a widow. It appears 
that the girl ha.s been from time to 
time intrusted with small sums of mon- 
ey to pay debts owing by her mother 
to provision dealer.". and othershopkeep- 
ers; but, instead of paying the accounts, 
it transpired that she had in some in- 
stances appropriated the money and i 
forged signatures of the tradesmen in a 
small book in which the accounts were 
kept. This fact came to the knowledge 
of 3Lrs. liircli, .ind slie taxed the de- 
ceased with the theft. Siliortly after- 
ward the girl left the house to go to 
her work at a neighbouring mill. She 
did not return to breakfast, and on 
search being made her pinafore, dress 
and clogs were found on the bank of 
the mill lodge, or [lond, and on tho wa- 
ter being dragged her lifeless body was 
recovered.

CORPORATION OF THE CITY OF VICTORIA, PRO- 
VINCE OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 



A BYLAW to Autliorize the Sale of 
Lands within the City of Victoria, 
upon which Taxes hare been due and 
•in Anwar for Three Years. 

WHEREA.S IT IS EX!'KDI1-:XT 
that all lands or parcol of lands with- 
in the City of Victoria upon which tii.xe.s 
have been duo and in arroar for throe 
years shall bo .sold and the jirococd.s ap- 
plied in the reduction of such ta.xcH; 

Be it e.vai'TKI) therefore by the Mayor 
and Council of tlie Corporation of the 
City of Victoria: 

1. Tlio Assessor and Collector of the 
Municipal Council of the City uf ^'ictMria 
ia hereby authorized and directed, wheii- 
Boovor taxes on any land have been due 
for threo years precediiiL; the Fifteenth 
day of July, l.S.Sl. to .101)11111 to the Mayor 
of tho City of Victoria a list, in dujilicato, 
of all tho lauds liable under the provi- 
sions of this Bylaw to bo sold for ta.\03, 
with tho amount of arn:ar.i .against each 
lot set opposite to the same: and tlie 
JIayor shall authenticate hucIi listu by 
affixing tlie Seal of tho Corporation and 
his signature, and one of such li.st.s nhall 
bo deposited with tho Clerk of the Cor- 
poration n.nd the other shall bo returned 
to the Assessor and Collector with a war- 
rant thereto annexed under the l-.and of 
the Mayor and tlie Seal of tho Ci)rp(.n-a- 
tion, commanding him to levy upon the 
land for tho arrears due thereon, with his 
coats. 

2. Il shall not be the duty of tlie As- 
sessor and Collector to make enquii-y be- 
fore cfTecting a sale of lands for taxes to 
ascertain whether or not there is any di.f- 
tresa upon tlio land, nnr shall he be 
bound to enquire into or form any opinion 
of the value of the land. 

3. The AsaoBsorand t'olhiLtni' mIkiU pre- 
pare a copy of the ILit of lands to bo sold, 
audj,Bh'aU include therein, in a separate 
coIumVj a. statement of the proportion of 
cosu chargeable on each lot for advcTtis- 
ing and for tho commissions antliorizod 
by this Bylaw to be jniid to him, and shall 
cause such list to bo published in some 
daily paper in tho City of Victoria for a 
period of .throe months precedini; audi in- 
tended sale. 

4. The advertisement shall contain a 
notification that nnless the arreans and 
costs are sooner paid, he will proceed to 
sell the lands for tho taxes on a day, a 
time and at a place named in the udver- 
tiaoment. ■ ■ 

6. The Assessor and Collector shall, at 
least three montlis before the time of sale, 
also deliver to or deposit in the PostolTice 
to t^o addresB'of the owner of such pro- 
pel^ which ia to be sold for taxes a afore- 
A^d or to the agent of such owner, a no-

tico ill writing of the amount of taxes due, 
and that tho property ia to be sold 
for arrears so due and in case 
the address of the owner or agent 
ia unknown a notice to tho same eflect 
shall bo posted up on tho l.ind in- 
tended to bo sold; and shall also, at least 
threo months before the timo of sale, post 
a notice similar to the ibovc advertise- 
ment in some couvei. ';nt and public 
places, that i.s to say. at the Council 
Chambers, Victoria, and in tho Postotlice 
Huildins, Victoria. 

0. The d.ay'of sale shall be tho Ninetieth 
day after the publication of such list, ex- 
clusive of the day of such publication, cx- 
copt in case tho said Ninetieth day sliall 
fall on a Snnday or holiday, in which cose 
such sale shall take place on tho following 
day at the Council Chambers in tho City 
of Victoria, and shall bosjin at Twelve 
o'clock, Noon. 

7. If at the time appointed for the sale 
of the lands no biddei's appear, the Aa- 
scsaor and Collector may adjourn the sale 
from time to time. 

8. If the taxes have not been previous- 
ly collected, or if no one appears to pay 
tho same at the timo and place appointed 
for the sale, the Assessor and Collector 
shall sell at Public Auction so much of 
the land as may be suHicient to diacliar^'e 
tho t:ixe.H and all lawful charL,'e.s incurred 
in and about the sale and the collection 
of the taxes, selling in preference such 
part as he may consider best for tlie oivii- 
er to sell first; and in offering such lauds 
for .sale it shall not be necessary to de- 
scribe p.articularly the portion of tlio lot 
or suction which shall be sold, but it will 
bo sutlicient to s.ay that ho will sell so 
much of the lot or section as shall be ne- 
cessary to secure the payment I'f the taxes 
due, and the amount of taxes stated in 
the advertisement shall in all cases be 
jiriiiKi uii-i'' evidence of the correct riiiiount 
due. 

If the A.ssessor and Collector fails at 
such sale to sell such land for tho full 
amount of arrears of the taxes due, he 
shall at such sale adjourn the saiui! until 
a day to be publicly named by him, not 
earlier than one week nor later than three 
months thereafter, of such adjourned sale; 
ho shall give notice by advertisement in 
one of the local papers in which the ori- 
ginal notice was advertised and on such 
day he shall soli such lands for any sum 
he can roali/.o and shall accept such sum 
as full payinont of such arrears of t:i.\es. 

JO. If tho purchaser of any property ur 
parcel i f land fails immediately to pay to 
the Assessor and Collector tho amount of 
tho purcha.se money, the .Assessor and 
Collector shall forthwith again put up the 
proporty for sale. 

11. Immediately after every sale (he 
Assessor and Collector shall return a list 
of the arrears satisfied by such sale to the 
Treasurer of tho Corporation and shall at 
the same timo pay in the proceeds of such 
sale to tho said Tre.asurer. 

12. Tho Assessor and Collector, after 
selling any land for taxes, shall give a 
Certificate under his hand to the pur- 
chaser stating distinctly what [lart of 
proportion, as tho case may be, of the 
land and what interest therein have been 
sold; or stating that the whole lot, section 
or estate has been so sold and de.scribiiiL,' 
tho same, and also slating the tpiantity of 
land, the sum for wiiich it has been sold 
and tho expenses of sale; and further stat- 
ing that a deed convoying tho same to tho 
purchaser or his assign.*? according to the 
nature of tho estate or interest sold will 
ho executed by him and the Mayor, on 
his or thoir demand, at any timo after the 
e.xpiration of one year fi-oin the date of 
tho Certificate if the hind bo not prc\ ious- 
ly redeemed. 

Tho Assessor and Collector shall be 
entitled to live per continio commission 
upon the aiinis collected by him as afore- 
said.
